Stephenson said that insurance 
and trust services are principally 
useful in analyzing, planning, and 
j 
organizing estates. In estate work, 
the lawyer, trust officer, and in­ 
surance m an should all have a 
part. 
Sho uld Wo rk To g ether, 
“One o t the chief sources of 
trouble today is that the three 
have got out of their own prov­ 
inces, and into those of others,” 
Stephenson said. “Law yers aren’t 
insurance authorities or trust ex ­ 
perts, nor are trust men lawyers, 
nor insurance underw riters trust 
ex perts.” 
Stephenson .said the im portant 
aspect of the underw riters’ work 
is the professional point of view 
—and that capability to give sound 
advice rath er than just using es­ 
tate planning as an ex cuse for 
selling insurance. 
Stephenson,

trust authority and director of the 
trust research departm ent of the 
Am erican Institute of B anking’s 
educational foundation, will dine

They have 


accum ulated a snug fortune. 


They took their first train ride Monday. 
They 


traveled in impressive fashion on a special train. 


And the purpose of that first train ride was to 
meet the k ing and the queen of the British em ­ 
pire. 
T hat is another chapter in a story book life. 
Go back to the little home of the parents, to the 
brothers and sisters of the quintuplets, to every 
step in five interesting years, and the only con­ 
clusion is there is nothing stranger than the lives 
of these five little girls. 


Generous Rains 
V 
IRTUALLY all of N ebrask a had reached a 
point w here concern over the shortage of 
m oisture was the basis for alarm and discourage­ 
ment.

cated his opposition to a w ar referendum 
am endm ent to the ccmstitution, the clpseness of the 
vote on the same issue a year ago is not expected 
to be duplicated. 
As the rank ing republican of the foreign rela­ 
tions com mittee of the senate, Borah’s stand is ex­ 
pected to carry a great deal of weight. 
The am az­ 
ing thing is that the proposal is and has been re­ 
ceiving serious, solemn attention. 
It would be 
difficult to project conditions leading to w ar under 
which a referendum could be tak en. 
At the best 
people only could vote their prejudice. 
Any in­ 
telligent k nowledge of the facts would call for 
m ak ing public inform ation of incalculable value to 
a potential enem y. 
Of necessity a referendum 
would call for a vote w ithout discussion or w ith­ 
out k nowledge. 
All people could do would be to 
vote their hatred of war. 
Even more the conditions of m odern w arfare 
where mobilization can be affected in a few days 
at the most, transportation of fighting forces can 
be accomplished w ith astonishing speed, and swift 
attack s can be made, the proposal to tak e a vote 
would expose the Am erican people cruelly.

NCE again the annual flower show held under 
the auspices of the Lincoln G arden club at­ 
tracted a gratifying num ber of Lincoln citizens 
and a surprisingly large representation from towns 
out in the state. 
It was one of the most successful 
flower shows of recent years, and a source of 
great inspiration to thousands of people. 
As indicative of the spirit, the Eiche floral com­ 
pany gave aw ay more than 2,000 gardenias to 
visitors. 
And the nurseries 
and 
other florists 
joined hands to am plify the m agnificent exhibits 
of individuals displaying results of home flower 
gai-dens. 
From a civic standpoint, the flower show jus­ 
tified its existence the first year it was estab- 
li.shed. 
It has been growing steadily. Its influence 
a com munity is wholesome. 
Any city of 
home owners who tak e a pride in flowers is cer­ 
tain to benefit in personal appearance and in beau­ 
ty a s a result of the incentive to gardening fu r­ 
nished through this annual show.

Could there be a surprise air atU ck upon the 
United States? The Yank ee Clipper’s peaceful mis­ 
sion of establishing a trans-A tlantic m ail service 
would seem to furnish the answ er to that one.

FOR DEFENSE OR 
AGGRESSION 


O F F THE RECORD 


■’TALY left the peace table tw enty years ago dis- 


• • gruntled. 
In view of the sacrifices she made 


in the World war, and her contributions to the 


allied m ilitary forces she felt she did not receive 


enough of the swag. She blam ed France prim arily, 


although Italian-B ritish relations also suffered. 


T hat is the back ground of the developm ents pub­ 


lished widely Monday upon signing of a form al 


agreem ent betw een Italy and G erm any to pool 


their m ilitary strength for the next ten years. The 


agreem ent is a typical product of European diplo­ 


macy*. 
Although both Italy and G erm any have 


dictators, and are under proletarian form s of gov­ 


ernm ent, they have nothing in common. 
Conceiv­ 


ably at some future date they m ight get in each 


other’s way. 
But for the tim e being they are 


cronies. 
They pledge them selves to pool their re­ 
sources in the event that w ar comes, and it seems 
to be on its way, otherw ise the steps being tak en 
on both sides would be unnecessary. 
The most disturbing elem ent of the form al al­ 
liance between Italy and G erm any is the lack of 
definite inform ation as to w hether it was per­ 
fected for purposes of defense or for a program 
of aggression. 
Both H itler and M ussolini have 
been on the m arch in adding to territory, in every 
instance at the expense of w eak nations unable to 
defend them selves. 
Mu.ssolini has his plans and 
his designs along the A driatic and the M editer­ 
ranean. 
H itler 
has 
his 
program 
in 
southeast 
Europe; in Poland and in Holland. M ussolini went 
to w ar for Ethiopia; and both Italy and G erm any 
figured in the Spanish international w ar but other­ 
wise their conquests have been accomplished in 
bloodless fights up until now. 
B ut C ham berlain’s

A dm ittedly G erm any and Italy are stronger in the 
air than the British, the French, and the Russians. 
Lik ewise if H itler has the arm y lie is reported to 
have assembled, G erm any and Italy possess an 
infinitely superior trained force. 
Italy for the last 
five years has had m ore men under arm s than 
either France or B ritain, and up until recent 
French reserve additions Italy had an active and 
reserve force greater than the combined strength 
of France and Britain. 
The tally sheet w ill show the British navy still 
dom inant and in a position to command control 
of the oceans. 


Russia’s strength is k nown only to those in au­ 
thority in Russia. 
For two years the Russian gov­ 
ernm ent has been increasing its arm ed forces, and 
at one tim e was reported to have a m illion arm ed 
m en massed along the Siberian border in Asia. 
But in m an power all of the advantage rests with 
Russia, France, and Britain. 
The combined popu­ 
lation of Italy and her colonies and of the greater 
Germ an reich is not to exceed 18 0 millions. 
That 
is approxim ately the population ♦of soviet Russia 
alone. 


Perhaps before the close of 19 39 the answ er 
will have been supplied to the question of grow ­ 
ing tension among the nations of Europe. 
A m ili­ 
tary alliance between G erm any and Italy for pure­ 
ly defensive purposes would not be a cause for 
apprehension. 
On the contrary it would give re­ 
assurance of peaceful intention. 
But a m ilitary 
alliance to join forces for the purpose of sand­ 
bagging additional small European nations is the 
most sure certain invitation to war. 
And that 
episode which took place in Danzig arises con­ 
veniently to reopen the entire issue. 
They have 
had a habit of developing conveniently. 
Upon 
one pretext and another H itler has been able to 
give credence and foundation to action that had 
been planned long in advance. 
It is more than a 
coincidence that on the same day announcem ent 
is m ade of the ten year m ilitary alliance between 
G erm any and Italy, a Pole k ills a Danzig citizen 
of Germ an blood.

Week-End Rains Big Aid In Fight 
On 'Hoppers In State. Bare Says 


O. S. Bare, ex tension entom ol­ 
ogist at the ag college, said Mon­ 
day heavy rains over the w eek­ 
end has improved the grasshopper 
situation b y giving the crops a 
chance to get a head start on 
the ’hoppers. 
“Such rains as "W’e have b een 
receiving do no direct dam age to 
the grasshoppers,” the entomolgist 
pointed out. “But plants that have 
plenty of m oisture are in much 
b etter condition to survive grass­ 
hopper attacks.” 
County agricultural agents and 
local 
grasshopper control com­ 
m ittees report an ex cellent kill 
from recent poisoning operations. 
The 
warm , 
relatively dry 
and 
clear w eather has b een ideal from 
that standpoint, 
Bare ob serves. 
One agent found as high as 50 to 
60 dead grasshopper per square 
foot w here poison b ran mash had 
b een spread. 
Many Plante Go ing. 
V irtually every county in the 
state is now m ix ing the poison 


b ait. Bare ordered 26 carloads of 
m aterials from the federal office 
at M inneapolis Saturday and ex ­ 
pected to order 8 or 10 additional 
carloads today. 
Grasshoppers are the worst on 
record in Box Butte and Sheri­ 
dan counties, the ex tension en­ 
tomologist reports. 
He estim ates 
150 tons or more of poison already 
have 
b een distrib uted 
in 
Box 
Butte county. The mix ing plant 
at Alliance is running 24 hours 
a day. In Sheridan county, plants 
are in operation at Rushville, Gor­ 
don and Hay Springs 
M igratory 
’hoppers came into that area late 
last sum m er and early in the fall 
and laid thousands of eggs which 
are now hatching. 
The situation is generally b ad 
in w estern Neb raska, with some­ 
w hat fewer grasshoppers than last 
year in most of eastern Neb raska. 
Forecasts of prob ab le distrib ution 
of the pests b y counties, b ased on 
an egg survey and adult ’hopper 
survey last fall, are now b eing 
b orne out almost 100 per cent.

He said that Corey told him 
he used the tax money, collected 
when he sold the gasoline at the 
Corey gasoline station, in the b us­ 
iness. Corey’s tax deb t was car­ 
ried as an open account, Dosek 
added, and his license was not 
revoked until Decemb er, 1936, al­ 
though the violation alleged in 
the 
inform ation occurred 
Sept. 
10, 1936. 
The $100 b ond which 
Corey posted when his im porter’s 
license w'as issued was cashed in 
when the license was revoked. 
Previously Mayme O’Dell, b ook­ 
keeper in the motor fuel division, 
testified that Corey owed $^,281.73 
in b ack tax es, accum ulated from 
May, 1936, to Septem b er, 1936.

Governor May 
Ask Further 
Cut In Budget 


Adequate Rains Termed 
Vital F a c t o r In 
Deliberations 
Unless general 
rain 
comes to 
N ebraska, G ov ernor Cochran said 
in his weekly radio address Sun­ 
day he would recom m end ev en 
further cuts 
in 
the 10 million 
tax fund prepared by the appro­ 
priations committee. 
“The general appropriation bill 
was reported out by the com m it­ 
tee with reductions in present ap­ 
propriations which I consider to 
be well in line 
and 
consistent 
w ith our present drouth condi­ 
tions or the conditions that hav e 
prev ailed thus far this year ov er 
most of the state, and the uncer­ 
tainty as to the future crop prod­ 
ucts and the consequent ability to 
pay taxes,” he said. 
“W hile the total of the recom ­ 
mended tax appropriation is low­ 
er,” he continued, “I hav e sug­ 
gested that, in the ev ent we do 
not get a general rajn before fin­ 
al action is taken on this bill, 
further cuts could be m ade on 
some items. 
“The legislature will probably 
work on this bill for sev eral days, 
principally for 
the 
reason that 
there are some rather gross in­ 
consistencies and inequities w ith­ 
in the bill w hereby some items 
hav e been reduced and others in­ 
creased. 
“For 
exam ple,” the 
gov ernor 
recalled, “the com m ittee recom ­ 
m ended a cut of $20,000 in the ap­ 
propriation for the bureau of ir­ 
rigation, an activ ity that is of 
v ital interest and im portance to 
the farm ers w ithin irrigation dis­ 
tricts. 
In fact, it can be correct­ 
ly said that the proper adm inis­ 
tration of this bureau has a di­ 
rect bearing on the prosperity of 
the w hole state. 
“On the other hand, the com­ 
m ittee recom m ended an increase 
of $69,000 or 300 
per 
cent in­ 
crease ov er the 1937 appropria­ 
tion for the aeronautics commis­ 
sion. 
H ere,” he added, “is an ac­ 
tiv ity of doubtful v alue and one 
which m ight 
well be abolished. 
Yet, its 
appropriation 
was in­ 
creased, 
It seems quite certain 
that the legislature, with the re ­ 
gard it has shown thus far for 
the farm ing interests of our state,
